GURKHA campaigners will 
join party leaders outside 
Parliament today in protest 
at the Government’s new 
settlement criteria for veter¬ 
ans who retired before 1997. 

Actress Joanna Lumley, whose 
father fought alongside Nepalese sol¬ 
diers in the Seond World War, is to 
meet Conservative leader David 
Cameron and the Liberal Democrats’ 
Nick Clegg before a Commons debate 
on the issue this afternoon. 

It is expected 1,000 Gurkha veter¬ 
ans will be among them, following

widespread fury about the complex 
new rules which campaigners say 
would work in favour of only about 
100 applications. 

A High Court ruling in September 
declared that Home Office guidance 
which excluded soldiers who retired 
before 1997 was unlawful, forcing the 
Government to review its policy. 

Joanna Lumley said the reaction to 
last week’s announcement had been 
“profound and widespread” and cam¬ 
paigners would continue their fight. 


She said: “People from every politi¬ 
cal persuasion, walk of life and of all 
ages are furious that our government 
has turned its back on these heroes. 

“I am calling on Mr Cameron and 
Mr Clegg to give solemn and binding 
commitments that they will overturn 
this policy after the next election.” 

Shepway councillor Peter Carroll, 
one of the founders of the Gurkha 
Justice campaign, said: “This policy 
means that retired British Army 
Gurkhas face deportation. 

“Many of those back in Nepal will 
suffer needlessly as they are denied 
entry to the UK. We are asking that

make school 
run more safe

LOLLIPOP ladies have a 
new hidden weapon in the 
fight against dangerous 
drivers who refuse to stop 
when children are crossing. 

Madeleine Anderson, who helps 
pupils and parents from Dymchurch 
Primaiy School get to the other side 
of the busy A259, has a camera built 
into her lollipop which records traffic 
coming from both directions. 

The footage can then be used as evi¬ 
dence in court and guilty drivers can 
be slapped with a fine and penalty 
points. 

Some of the dangers include abuse 
from impatient motorists and vehi¬ 
cles swerving around at high speed 
after failing to see the Stop sign. 

Policing 

PC Ian Clark, roads policing officer, 
said: “Dymchurch seems to have 
quite a big issue with road crossing, 
which is why we have been 
approached through the community 
safety unit at Shepway council. 

“This is the first of its kind in the 
south of England, so it is quite a big 
thing for us. 

“Initially it’s going to be at 
Dymchurch and then if the CSU 
identify any other schools we can 
move it where it needs to be.” 

A mini storage card records in 
12-second sections after being 
activated by a tilt-switch when the 
pole is held upright. 

There are no other crossing signs 
on the busy and bendy stretch of 
road, which is the main route 
between Folkestone and Hastings. 

Funding for the ‘lollicam’ came 
from the Shepway community safety 
unit, which brings together a number 
of agencies including the council and 
police and aims to reduce crime 
throughout the district.

Jyotsna Leney, community safety 
manager at Shepway council, said: 
“The lollicam was really designed to 
address the road-crossing patrol 
problems. However, we are looking 
at other solutions around the school 
traffic run. 

“In particular we are developing 
walking buses and use of other meas¬ 
ures, for example extending school 
keep-clear lines and looking at possi¬ 
ble yellow-lining in the problem hot¬ 
spots. But that will be something 
which will be developed over time.

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How ma'itre'd Nick 
keeps cool in heat 
of Hell's Kitchen

IF you have been glued to TV’s 
Hell’s Kitchen over the last 
three weeks, you might have 
recognised one of its regular 
faces. 

Nick Munier, the maitre’d who has to 
endure the rantings of Marco Pierre 
White while putting up with impatient 
diners, first learned his trade while 
serving customers as a youngster in 
Folkestone. 

The fourth series of the hit reality 
cookery show, and the second to feature 
Marco as head chef alongside Nick, fin¬ 
ished on Monday. 

Former Dynasty star Linda Evans was 
crowned the winner, having competed 
alongside the likes of TV presenter Anthea 
Turner and comic Adrian Edmondson. 

He told Yourshepway: “My parents 
used to run the Normandy hotel in 
Cheriton Road and I had to get up at 
7am to serve breakfast for the customers 
before school. 


“It was a good experience, though, and 
gave me an idea of what I wanted to do 
in future.” 

After attending the town’s Stella Maris 
primary school and then St Edmund’s in 
Dover, Nick headed off to catering college 
in Tonbridge before working at a number 
of top London restaurants, including for 
the Roux brothers. 

It was during this time when he was 
first introduced to Marco, which eventu¬ 
ally led to him being invited to appear 
alongside him on the ITV1 show. 

Drinking 

Asked about his memories of growing 
up in the district, he said: “I used to play 
football for Martello Towers and then 
Bay United until I was about 17. 

“I really enjoyed it but haven’t had 
much opportunity to play since. Then you 
start drinking and smoking.” 

Filming for each day’s episode was a 
gruelling task, with the typical hours 
being 10.30am-1.30am, but it doesn’t 
seem to have dampened Nick’s enthusi¬ 
asm for the job. 

He said: “The days are long, but it’s 
enjoyable, the ratings are up from the 


previous series and the extra profile has 
definitely helped as well.” 

Now living in Dublin, he plans on open¬ 
ing his own restaurant in the Irish capi¬ 
tal after working at the Michelin-starred 
L’Ecrivain and at Claridge’s, owned by 
rock band U2. 

Asked about the show’s notoriously 
temperamental star chef, he said: “I’ve 
known Marco for 16 years, so when we 
argue on camera it’s fine afterwards and 
not something we take too seriously after 
the show. I think it’s more to do with the 
heat and stress of the kitchen.” 

Among Nick’s highlights in this series 
was a heated exchange with G4 singer 
Jonathan Ansell, after he said the veal 
had not been cooked enough. 

Nick said he returns to this area about 
twice a year to visit his parents, who now 
live in Hythe, and in his spare time likes 
to concentrate on abstract painting. 

Among his favourite places to eat in 
the area is Paul’s Restaurant in Bouverie 
Road West and Sandgate’s Bar Vasa. 

He says he hopes to return for a third 
time on the show next year “once Marco’s 
sorted out his contract”.

both parties cooperate in the 
Opposition Day debate on this issue 
and vote the Government down.” 

Border and immigration minister 
Phil Woolas said the new policy 
would allow another 10,000 Gurkhas 
and their families entiy to Britain. 

The new criteria apply to 
Gurkhas who have spent at least 
three years in the UK during or 
after service, have close family in 
the country, been rewarded for lead¬ 
ership or bravery and have served 
for at least 20 years in the brigade. 

Gallantry 

Last Friday, Mr Woolas said: “This 
guidance honours the service, com¬ 
mitment and gallantry of those who 
served with the Gurkhas. 

‘Where there are strong reasons, 
there has been scope for Gurkhas 
who retired prior to July 1997 to 
apply to settle in the UK. 

“In fact, because of rules brought in 
by the Government, we have already 
welcomed about 6,000 Gurkhas and 
family members to Britain.” 

The 2nd Battalion the Royal 
Gurkha Rifles are based at 
Folkestone’s Shomcliffe Barracks 
and some 130 soldiers recently 
returned from a six-month tour of 
Helmand province in Afghanistan. 


A LYDD landowner has been found 
guilty of animal cruelty after failing 
to look after his horse. 

Eric John Whenday was given a 
12-month ban on owning or caring 
for horses after being convicted of 
causing unnecessary suffering and 
failing to provide veterinary care to 
a horse in his custody. 

He was also ordered by the judge 
to pay £2,400 in costs, to be paid 
within 14 days. 

Emaciated 

World Horse Welfare field officer 
Ted Barnes went out to investigate 
last month after hearing reports of 
neglect, following a call to the char¬ 
ity’s welfare line about a concern 
near Rye in East Sussex. 

He found an emaciated grey 
gelding, suffering from a range of 
conditions including a severe louse 
infestation, hair loss and a num¬ 
ber of open wounds, including 


some consistent with a rug injury. 

The horse’s front feet were also 
overgrown and in urgent need of 
attention. 

The condition of the animal was 
such that it was estimated it had 
been suffering for five months. 

Mr Whenday, a lifting-gear 
inspector and owner of the land, 
denied the charges that were 
brought against him at Hastings 
magistrates court. 

The horse’s condition was so poor 
that it was put down on the recom¬ 
mendation of a vet shortly after 
being removed from the premises. 

The World Horse Welfare charity 
rescues, rehabilitates and rehomes 
horses in Britain. 

It has a nationwide team of 16 
field officers which investigate 
about 1,700 concerns each year.

School takes Ofsted to task 
over comments on discipline

A TOP state school has hit back at 
a Government watchdog’s report 
about its students’ unruly behav¬ 
iour by asking parents to clarify 
their concerns. 

Folkestone’s Harvey Grammar School sent 
out a covering letter accompanying its most 
recent Ofsted report asking for feedback about 
whether its ‘satisfactory’ rating was a “fair and 
accurate reflection” of the school as it is now. 

The Grade 3 satisfactory ranking is given on 
a scale of 1-4, with 1 being ‘outstanding 5 and 4 
‘inadequate’. 

The inspection was only carried out last 
month and parents were invited by Ofsted to 
fill in a form and write comments as part of the 
school’s assessment. 


In her introduction, inspector Joan Green¬ 
field said: “Many parents recognise the 
improvements that have been made in recent 
months and are supportive of the school. 

“Several other parents, though, express 
concerns about standards of behaviour and dis¬ 
cipline in the school, the large number of‘cover’ 
lessons because of staff absence, and consider 
that their views are not taken into account 
enough. 

“The school’s actions are addressing some of 
these concerns.” 

In response, a letter co-signed by the chair¬ 
man of governors John Dennis and head¬ 
teacher Bill Wright said that governors and 
staff were “surprised, to put it mildly” with 
some of the report’s judgements. 

It said: “One thing the governors wondered is 
whether some of the parental views expressed 
had to do with how the school was [in bold type] 
rather than how the school is.” 

Parents are invited to tick one of four boxes 


which most closely matches what they think of 
the findings, from ‘fair and accurate’ to ‘mostly 
fair’, ‘mostly unfair’ and ‘unfair and inaccurate’, 
along with room for comments. 

There is an option to remain anonymous, 
although they are encouraged to leave their 
name and address so the school can get back to 
them personally. 

The letter also took issue with the descrip¬ 
tion of its sixth-form students as being ‘above 
average’. 

It said: “To take one example, the perform¬ 
ance of our students in the sixth form is 
described as merely ‘above average’ when we 
know that there is only one other KCC boys’ 
grammar [Skinners in Tunbridge Wells] that 
has a higher score per examination entered at 
that level.” 

The school said it believed further improve¬ 
ment would come and its data suggested it 
would achieve its best-ever set of GCSE exam¬ 
ination results this summer.

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Council workers face losing jobs 
if HR departments are merged 


THE prospect of job losses at 
Shepway council remains on the 
horizon after plans were announced 
to merge services with neighbouring 
authorities and cut costs. 

Earlier this month a joint meeting of leading 
councillors agreed to the creation of a single 
HR department, which will also incorporate 
those of Canterbury, Thanet and Dover. 

The plans could see savings of up to £2.3 mil¬ 
lion across the four authorities, subject to each 
council’s final approval, with Shepway set to be 
up to £400,000 better off by 2014. 

But the reduction in the size of the service 
has led to fears of a reduced head-count at 
Shepway as a result, with the new office to be 
based in Dover. 

A Shepway spokesman said staff at each of the 
authorities affected were being kept informed.

She said: “Staff in the HR departments at 
each of the councils involved have been kept 
informed through this process. They are all 
aware that the size of the service will reduce in 
due course under these proposals. 

‘Provided these plans are approved by each 
council’s cabinet and council, staff in HR will then 
transfer to the employment of Dover District 
Council, which will host the shared service.” 

Employment regulations are in place to 
ensure people are protected during the depart¬ 
ment reform. 

The spokesman said: “A possible structure 
for the shared service has been put together 
purely for financial modelling purposes. 

“Any final structure will be subject to full con¬ 
sultation in line with our legal obligations as an 
employer, but this work will not start until after 


the staff have completed the TUPE transfer 
process. 

“Transfer of Undertakings - Protection of 
Employment (Tupe) - regulations protect peo¬ 
ple’s terms and conditions of employment in 
takeovers and transfers.” 

The East Kent Joint Arrangements 
Committee, which also includes members of 
Ashford council, was set up last year to look at 
ways in which important services such as 
housing, waste collection, benefits, planning 
and leisure could be shared. 

It covers a combined population of almost 
400,000 people. 

Shepway recently expanded its Lifeline serv¬ 
ice into Dover, which provides 24-hour care for 
vulnerable and elderly people. 

The council won the contract to look after 
1,554 customers on behalf of the neighbouring 
authority, while already serving 3,000 in its 
own district.

How did you first get involved with the trust? 


I was working for a local authority in 
Croydon for 20 years and I wanted to move 
down to the coast near Hythe and was looking 
for jobs in my field of learning disability 
Previously I had worked with people with dis¬ 
abilities across the board. 


Q 


What attracted you to that field of work? 


I started in retail but began by working 
with older people in the care industry. 
Through talking to people with disabilities I 
began to realise just how lives can be affected 
by disability. I then began to work with older 
mentally ill people doing rehab through work¬ 
shops like joinery and woodwork. I was bowled 
over by how much I enjoyed it. That propelled 
me into understanding the different aspects of 
disability and into social work training. 


Q 


What is the history of the Canterbury Oast Trust? 


A lt was started in 1985 by parents who 
wanted to get their children involved in 
doing activities during the day. They thought 
about buying a house where this could take 
place. The first building they had was a house 
rented in the Canterbury area - hence the 
name. Since then they have gone on to buy 
more properties and have expanded further 
afield. Over time the trust began to develop 


more activities such as the farm which added 
another dimension. It allowed us to integrate 
more with the public and show them just what 
disabled people can do. 

Q Do you think working with animals is particularly useful 
for the people you help? 

A The therapeutic nature of working with 
the animals has huge benefits. When our 
staff tend and nurture new lambs or rabbits 
for example, they get to go through a whole life 
cycle of an animal from them being bom to 
them dying. That whole process reflects what 
we do in our own lives. People with complex 
problems can gain so much from an animal. 
They may not be able to talk to them but they 
can feed it, care for it and stroke it. It nurtures 
them and brings out the caring side to their 
personality. People can feel very in tune with 
animals; sometimes more than they can with 
people. 

I What sort of other things do people do at the centre? 

A lt is not just the farm but also the restau¬ 
rant. We also run plant and vegetable grow¬ 
ing courses giving them retail experience selling 
the produce to the public. We have an arts and 
craft service which has a broad based range of 
activities including design and constmction, 
needlework and pottery, greetings cards. All 
these require intricate and intimate skills and 
are given with accredited training. These are not 


token exercises; if people have the skills we will 
bring it out in them. We also have a nature 
reserve. Twenty eight acres of ancient woodland 
near Aldington which is open to the public but 
managed by us. We have to do a lot of things 
such as coppicing which helps with wood craft 
skills and we build our own buildings. 

We also teach numeracy, literacy, IT and 
French at Harrington College and have a life 
skills project that allows people to get out 
there and live independent lives. We want to 
help them through the transition into the real 
every day world. People with disabilities want 
to get out there and play a part in society and 
express themselves.

Has it been fulfilling? 


A Coming to a small organisation like this 
has been great because we are not bur¬ 
dened with bureaucracy that a local authority 
would have. We can see right from the top 
down how things are run and how well we are 
achieving our aims. 

How can people get involved? 

A There are lots of opportunities for people to 
get involved in whether it be working on the 
farm to being involved in a life skill project just 
to helping out at the car park on a busy day. To

Foreign trackers Mamed 
for UK's porous borders

THE true scale of Britain’s lax bor¬ 
der security has been revealed 
after shocking new figures showed 
that nine out of ten truckers bring¬ 
ing illegal immigrants into the 
country are foreign. 

The UK Borders Agency admitted that of all 
the lorry drivers bringing in desperate migrants 
into the UK, 90 per cent were overseas drivers. 

The figures, revealed following a Freedom of 
Information request, showed 1,571 foreign 
truckers were fined an estimated £2 million 
last year after clandestine migrants were 
found hiding in the back of their trucks. 

In comparison, only 195 British hauliers 
were caught with stowaways and were fined 
some £300,000 

British drivers have accused their foreign 
counterparts of risking £2,000 fines per 
migrant found because they know they will 
not have to pay them. 

The statistics only show what was collected 
by the agency, not the total amount of fines 
issued, meaning there is still more than 
£lmillion owed in fines by foreign truckers. 

Shadow immigration minister Damian 
Green said the foreign truckers were “abusing” 
UK laws and that a crackdown was needed. 

The Tory MP for Ashford said the £2,000 
fines were not deterring foreign drivers, 
adding: “Clearly many are abusing our immi¬ 
gration laws and they should be punished 
effectively when they are found to be carrying 
migrants on board their lorries. 

“This is why the Conservatives continue to 
call for a dedicated and specialist border police 
force.”

Trucker Mervyn Osgood, 54, from 
Maidstone, said: “It’s an absolute farce - we 
always see the foreign drivers talking to the 
migrants in Calais. 

“These figures don’t surprise me at all.” 

He said foreign truckers caught with illegals 
on board simply ignored the fines handed to 
them - sometimes not even telling their boss¬ 
es they had been caught. 

He added: “They know they can get away 
with it because they don’t seem to get prose¬ 
cuted, so to them it’s worth the risk. 

“They get £1,500 from each illegal, so if they 
get four on they pocket around £6,000. 

“Then they just unload their cargoes and 
head back to their countries. 

“We can’t do that because we live here and 
we take our jobs seriously.” 

The true extent of illegal migration is likely 
to be much bigger than the figures reveal. 

The UK Border Agency admitted the stats 
do not reflect the fact that the 1,571 foreign 


lorry drivers may have brought in up to ten 
migrants or more a time. 

A spokesman for the agency said: “These fig¬ 
ures don’t reflect the actual figure because 
there are often more than one clandestine 
found per vehicle.” 

The spokesman said that last year a total of 
28,000 migrants was caught trying to sneak 
into Britain on board lorries crossing the 
Channel by ferry 

The stats also revealed the foreign truckers 
were fined a further £811,507 for working in 
Britain without the necessary haulage per¬ 
mits. 

Peter Cullum, head of international affairs 
at the Road Hauliers Association of Great 
Britain, said British drivers were doing their 
best to avoid migrant hot-spots across the 
Channel. 

He said: ‘We know most of the drivers com¬ 
ing across with migrants on board are foreign. 

“It’s very few of our guys.” 


Desperate migrant 
clung to Eurostar 
train at 186 mph 

AN ILLEGAL immigrant clung to the roof 
of a Eurostar as it hit a top speed of 186mph 
travelling through Kent, it has emerged. 

The desperate migrant is thought to have 
jumped on to the train from an overhead 
bridge as it slowed before entering the 
Channel Tunnel near Calais. 

He then clung to the roof for the 45-minute 
journey through the tunnel before the train 
reached Kent and hurtled towards London - 
with the man somehow holding on. 

The migrant was only spotted at 
Ebbsfleet International Station, near 
Dartford, as he tried to slip down inbetween 
two carriages to make an escape. 

The bid has highlighted how desperate the 
estimated 1,300 immigrants living around 
Calais have become to get into the UK. 

Jumped 

Michael Whelan, 38, a passenger on the 
Brussels to London service on Thursday, 
told a national newspaper: “I spoke to the 
train captain at Ebbsfleet and he told me 
the train slowed as it approached the tun¬ 
nel at Calais so he thought the man proba¬ 
bly jumped on to the roof there from an 
overhead bridge. 

“I don’t know how long he was on the roof, 
but one of the Eurostar workers spotted 
him on it at Ebbsfleet and then he hid in 
the gap between the carriages.” 

The man, thought to be of Indian descent 
and in his early 20s, was arrested by officers 
from the British Transport Police before 
being handed over to the UK Border Agency, 
which gave him a medical examination. 

Passengers were delayed as sniffer dogs 
were brought in to search for further immi¬ 
grants, but the man had carried out his 
death-defying stunt alone. 

A Eurostar spokesman said: “A man 
believed to be an illegal immigrant was on 
one of the train carriages. He was removed 
and detained by British Transport Police. 
We can’t comment on how he got there, but 
the train would have reached speeds up to 
186mph between the tunnel and Ebbsfleet.”

GOOD leadership, management 
and governance are at the heart of 
Greatstone Primary School’s suc¬ 
cess, according to its recent Ofsted 
report. 

The school in Baldwin Road, which has 381 
pupils, was awarded the second-highest 
assessment of ‘good’ after seeing an improve¬ 
ment in standards over the last two years, 
with potential for even more. 

Head-teacher Leigh Mortimer works “tena¬ 
ciously” to give greater opportunities for pupils 
and provides a shared sense of direction 
among staff. 

Pupils’ achievements are above average, 
they get on well with each other and take 
pride in their work.

The report said: “The school is a happy and 
harmonious community where pupils get on 
well together. 

“Pupils feel valued and know that adults 
have their best interests at heart. 

“As a result of penetrating and effective self- 
evaluation, the school has an accurate view of 
its strengths and areas for development. 


“Effective action has been taken to raise 
standards, particularly in writing and mathe¬ 
matics, and to accelerate the progress of the 
most capable pupils. 

“The head-teacher checks the school’s per¬ 
formance rigorously. He is quick to recognise 
and praise the good work of staff and pupils, 
and is alert to situations where people need 
advice and guidance.” 

Pupils are keen to learn and enjoy school 
and their behaviour is described as “exemp¬ 
lary”, with good attendance by most. 

Recommendations by the inspectors about 
what the school could do to improve further 
include setting targets for all pupils and 
ensuring those with learning difficulties are 
identified at an earlier stage.

Ray Duff believes that the attitude of the local authority spells the end for the Leas lift 



Why is council ignoring the 
campaign to save Leas lift? 


FURTHER regarding the Leas 
Cliff water-lift and the Cabinet 
meeting of Wednesday, April 15, the 
outcome was far from satisfactory, 
as I am sure most people will agree. 

Firstly, the day before the meeting, Shepway 
council leader Robert Bliss pre-empted any 
further proper discussion of the lift by 
announcing the ratifification of the ending of 
the lease decision on Tuesday, June 30. 

This after the resolution by the previous 
corporate scrutiny committees to refer the 
issue back to the Cabinet with a view to 
Shepway continuing to run the lift this year 
and beyond. The leader appears to me to have 
abrogated democracy. 

Then, just before the meeting, Cllr Bliss was 
presented with a petition which contained 
1,921 signatures and advised of the - so far - 
2,780 people on a Facebook group appealing to 
the council to keep it running. 


He was further asked to mention this to his 
Cabinet colleagues. He pointedly failed to do 
so, thus insulting everyone who signed it and 
all other supporters. 

He may also have claimed that the council 
wanted to see it running, but this in my - and 
virtually everyone else’s - view has not been 
borne out by the facts. 

At Cabinet the lease-ending decision was 
unanimously ratified by what in my view was 
little more than ‘dictat’ and ‘rubber-stamping’ 
by other members. 

Cllr Bliss may be writing to Lord Radnor 
and keeping the lift delapidation budget of 
£294,000 - rather less than the £1 million 
claimed before to be necessary - in this year’s 
budget, but these appeared to be mere sops to 
sweeten the bitter pill. 

The two months or so left for another group 
- a trust fund, perhaps - to be ready finan¬ 
cially, legally and staffing-wise to take over 
from then is probably impossible. 

It takes several weeks just to carry out basic 


staff-training and even then some months to 
get the necessary experience in operation to 
run it safely. 

The lift will thus surely close from July, 
probably for the summer season and school 
holiday periods at least, cutting many people 
off from the beach and coastal park. 

Furthermore, I am reliably advised that 
after just a few weeks out of operation it would 
very likely be unoperable without major repair 
work to get it up and running again. So at this 
point it looks doomed. 

Is it any wonder at all that the same council 
meeting on April 15 received the Audit 
Commission report saying that Shepway was 
the least-improved authority in the country 
since the last review, finishing bottom out of a 
list of 388 nationwide?

Tell us a little about yourself. 

My name is Hannah Joyce, I'm 25 and live in Saltwood. I 
grew up in Hythe and Stowting and went to Folkestone 
School for Girls. I have recently set up a virtual PA and 
lifestyle management company called Virtual Girl Friday, 
which is aimed at SMEs and sole traders in south-east 
Kent. Virtual Girl Friday offers a remote PA and office 
manager service - a cross between a PA, a project 
manager and a lifestyle concierge. 

What gave you the inspiration to set up 
Virtual Girl Friday? 

It was an idea I first had several months ago when I 
found I had modernised all the procedures in my current 
job. In my years as an in-house PA and office manager, I 
have noticed that outdated processes, mounting paper¬ 
work and ever-growing to-do lists only serve to cause the 
owners of small businesses to stress.

FOR almost 40 years, lOcc 
has been entertaining audi¬ 
ences all over the world 
with its music. 

The band became a real chart force 
during the 70s, releasing hits that 
still receive frequent airplay today, 
such as Dreadlock Holiday and the 
perennial favourite I’m Not In Love. 
Thanks to the enduring popularity of 
their songs and the ready availabili¬ 
ty of their music on the internet, lOcc 
is continuing to win new fans and 
has never really been off the road. 

Frontman Graham Gouldman is a 
gifted songwriter who developed a 
love of music when he was just a 
small child. Just as he was beginning 
to listen to the radio, the airwaves 
were carrying the new sounds of skif¬ 
fle and rock’n’roll and Gouldman still 
feels the influence of artists like the 
Beatles today. 

He played in a number of bands in 
the Manchester area from the early 
60s onwards and wrote his first top 
10 hit, For Your Love, at the age of 
just 19. However, he did not get to 
step into the limelight just yet - the

song was actually recorded by the 
Yardbirds. At that time Gouldman 
was a member of the Mockingbirds, 
which had landed a regular spot as a 
warm-up act for Top of the Pops. So 
Gouldman had to stand by and 
watch the audience go wild for the 
Yardbirds when they came on to sing 
his song. 

By the time he formed lOcc in 1970 
with singer-guitarist Eric Stewart 
and multi-instrumentalists Kevin 
Godley and Lol Creme, Gouldman 
had also written hits for the Hollies, 
Herman’s Hermits and Jeff Beck. 
The band started out as a session 
group called Hotlegs and enjoyed a 
surprise hit with Neanderthal Man, 
before signing to Jonathan King’s 
UK Records label and changing their 
name to lOcc, inspired by a male bod¬ 
ily function. 

The follow-up, Rubber Bullets, 
topped the chart and really launched 
lOcc as a pop force to be reckoned 


with, though success in the US was 
elusive until 1975 when unconven¬ 
tional ballad I’m Not In Love went to 
number two in the American charts. 

Following the departure of Godley 
and Creme in 1976, Gouldman and 
Stewart carried on as a duo until 
1984. Gouldman then teamed up 
with Andrew Gold to form Wax, their 
most memorable hit being Bridge To 
Your Heart, and lOcc members 
reunited in the early 90s to record 
the album Meanwhile... 

Now the band is in the middle of a 
mammoth 94-date tour, encompass¬ 
ing five countries, and Kent fans will 
have the chance to see them perform 
when they visit the county in May. 

The current line-up, led by Gould¬ 
man, comprises lead guitarist Rick 
Fenn, drummer Paul Burgess, Mick 
Wilson on percussion and guitar and 
Mike Stevens on keyboards, guitar 
and saxophone. 

lOcc will be performing at the 
Central Theatre in Chatham on 
Saturday; the Orchard Theatre, 
Dartford, on Friday, May 8, and the 
Assembly Hall Theatre, Tunbridge 
Wells, on Thursday, May 21.

“I told them they needed to drink a bunch of 
wine, at least three bottles, before seeing the 
movie so maybe they would pass out before they 
got to the love making scenarios!” she says.

YOU’RE joking! That was my reac¬ 
tion when I was invited to learn 
the art of cracking jokes on a 
comedy cruise sailing from Nice to 
Menorca in the Mediterranean. 

And so I found myself on-stage aboard the 
good ship Island Star, trying to make 350 
people laugh. 

To say I was terrified would be the under¬ 
statement of the decade. 

Earlier in the day, for the cost of a fiver, I had 
taken a comedy ‘master class’ with instructor 
Miles Crawford, from the comedy group 
Jongleurs. 

Before I braved the spotlight, Miles told me 
how to engage the audience, how to present 
myself and my material... and, above all, 
delivery. 

So, in trembling tones, I delivered my short 
joke: “I was driving in Ireland from Cork to 
Donegal. I was very tired and stopped at a 
small hotel. I knocked on the door. A yawning 
night-porter came to the door. 

“I asked if he had a room. ‘No trouble at all,’ 
he said. You wouldn’t happen to have a room 
with a bath?’ I asked. ‘That’s no trouble either,’ 
said the porter. 

“He pulled down a key and said You’re in 
room number seven, sir... and the room with 
the bath is at the end of the corridor’.” 

Laughter, applause! I was made! I intro¬ 
duced the next act and exited left. 

I had flown to Pisa to join the Island Star in 
the middle of a Mediterranean cruise. Formerly 
called Horizon, with 10 decks and 753 comfort¬ 
able cabins for 1,875 passengers tended by 573 
crew, this impressive ship will be joining the 
Celebrity Cruises fleet during 2009. 


It follows the merger of First Choice with 
Thomson within the TUI travel giant. 

The Island brand stands for casual cruising, 
with a slogan of “relaxed, informal and friendly”. 

Guided bike tours are another innovation. 
Some of my fellow passengers had survived a 
bike ride into Rome through its snarling, 
chaotic traffic. They were therefore well 
equipped for the relatively calm bike tour I 
took after we docked in the beautiful port of 
Mahon in Menorca. 

We set off on well-equipped mountain bikes 
with what seemed like dozens of gears. I strug¬ 
gled up the first hill and enjoyed a quiet ride 
out into the country. 

Our ultimate goal, after more muscle-aching 
hills, was the beautiful beach of Binibeca, 
where I had a swim and bewailed my increas¬ 
ing saddle-soreness, and finally made it back 
to the ship exhausted after a 24-mile ride. 

At dinner I was recognised by some of the 


passengers - the result of the comedy night. I 
was a celebrity! Then I saw they were laugh¬ 
ing again - at my bandy-legged, saddle-sore 
walk. 

That night I enjoyed a gourmet dinner in the 
elegant Oasis restaurant. There are also seven 
bars, ranging from The Pub, which is as its 
name sounds, to the quieter, wood-panelled 
Captain’s Club. 

The Oasis is the only restaurant on the ship 
where people dress for dinner and costs extra, 
as did the slightly less formal Steak House; 
the other restaurants are free. 

And what of my fellow passengers? Relaxed, 
friendly and informal, as indicated by the 
slogan of the ship. 

If any of us had wished to get married on 
board, it would have been no problem at all - 
nor would special anniversary and birthday 
celebrations... even a renewal of wedding 
vows. But I was happy to stick to the jokes.

Rise in unemployment 
prompts rent warning 

LANDLORDS are being urged to find 
ways to ensure they receive their rent as 
the jobs market is so precarious. 

Property website Smartlandlord.co.uk 
advised those renting out homes to be 
extra cautious after it released figures 
showing an increasing number of unem¬ 
ployed people were renting. 

A year ago only 3.1 per cent of new ten¬ 
ants renting private property were 
unemployed but that figure has risen to 
7.8 per cent. 

Keshav Thukaram, managing director 
of Smartlandlord, said: “With the social 
housing sector ill-equipped to cope with 
the extra demand, private landlords are 
increasingly being called upon to take in 
unemployed people on benefit. 

“There is evidence that some landlords 
are suffering because benefits aren’t 
being paid on time, so landlords taking 
this route must ensure they know their 
rights, and apply to have the rent paid 
directly by the council if they experience 
problems.” 

The numbers of self-employed and 
retired tenants have also risen. Mr 
Thukaram urged landlords to run 
checks on new tenants, but also to 
ensure rents are secure should their ten¬ 
ants’ financial circumstances change. 

Negative equity is back 
but burden is shared 

RESEARCH by the Council of Mortgage 
Lenders shows negative equity - where 
a home is worth less than its mortgage - 
has become an increasing problem 
because of falling house prices. 

However, the group added that two 
thirds of those with negative equity were 
experiencing only “modest shortfalls” of 
ten per cent or less, and the scale of the 
issue needs to be kept in perspective, as 
home-owners still have about £2.1 tril¬ 
lion of unmortgaged housing equity. 

Bob Pannell, the council’s head of 
research, said: “Although negative equity 
has resurfaced as house prices have fall¬ 
en, one big difference from the early 
1990s downturn is that it is less concen¬ 
trated among young, first-time buyers, 
and more evenly spread across wider age 
groups and those at different points on 
the housing ladder.” 

At the bottom of the last housing mar¬ 
ket recession in 1993, 1.5 million house¬ 
holds were in negative equity. 

The council said today’s borrowers 
were following the pattern seen in the 
1990s and choosing to stay put, waiting 
to recover their equity position.

THE Budget for the next financial 
year has come under fire from two 
influential groups for not doing 
enough to help lift the property 
market out of the slump. 

The Association of Residential Letting 
Agents (Aria) attacked Chancellor Alistair 
Darling’s Budget, announced in the Commons 
last week, calling it “wholly unsatisfactory” for 
having failed to give incentives for landlords to 
improve rental housing for a growing number 
of tenants. 

And the National Association of Estate 
Agents (NAEA) said the policies put forward 
were ineffectual and would do nothing to help 
the economy recover. 

It wanted more to be done to encourage first¬ 
time buyers on to the housing ladder to get the 
market going again. 

Ian Potter, operations manager of Aria, said: 
“Alistair Darling had a clear opportunity to 
improve the bottom end of the rental market 
and chose to maintain the status quo for 
Britain’s worse-off tenants. 

Wet again Gordon Brown’s administration 
has wasted an opportunity to improve the 
quality of stock of lettings property by failing 
to incentivise landlords through tax relief on 
labour and materials. 

“Not only would this have helped to stimu¬ 
late the market, particularly in the construc¬ 
tion sector, but it would also have provided the 
greater standards of rented accommodation 
that this country desperately needs. 

“Landlords should be recognised for what 
they bring not only to the housing market but 
to the wider economy and treated as any other 
responsible business.” 

In its Budget submission, Aria also called on 
the Government to introduce capital 
allowances for landlords improving housing 
stock over a certain age. 

A second attack came from the influential 
estate agents’ group who said there was no 
help for those trying to get on the housing lad¬ 
der. 

Peter Bolton King, chief executive of NAEA, 
said: “The housing market is the engine of the 
UK economy and it is likely that this Budget 
will be remembered as largely ineffectual, 
given the magnitude of the problem. 

“There is very little here for first-time buy¬ 


ers, who need more encouragement to climb on 
to the property ladder which will get every¬ 
thing moving. 

“Mr Darling has used a water pistol to try to 
put out a fire.” 

Mr Bolton King also attacked the extension 
of the £175,000 stamp duty land tax threshold 
as not going far enough to make any signifi¬ 
cant impact 

He said: “Merely extending the stamp duty 
threshold is disappointing. Mr Darling had a 
real opportunity to get rid of this hated tax, 


which is seen by many as a tax on aspiration. 

“Since the threshold was introduced last 
autumn it has helped just one third of first¬ 
time buyers. 

“In this difficult economic time, Mr Darling 
could have seized the opportunity to encour¬ 
age first-time buyers to the market and to 
send a signal of confidence that may have 
reverberated around the economy. 

“Instead he has tried to choose a path to 
please everyone, which I suspect will please no 
one.”

LOOKING for a family workhorse 
and can’t stand the idea of an 
MPV? Here’s a no-brainer option - 
the Kia Ceed SW. 

It’s a keenly-priced, racy-looking estate version 
of the Korean marque’s stylish, but slightly less 
dynamic, rival to the best-selling Ford Focus. 

A £700 premium over the hatchback also 
brings the same unique seven-year/100,000- 
mile warranty - perhaps even more important 
if you need to work your estate car hard. 

Okay, that fastback styling might not look 
best for ultimate capacity in load lugging, but 
it adds 235mm onto the rear section of the 
hatch version and the tailgate hinges inboard 
to reduce the upswing and outswing - owners 
can stand closer to the car and access the boot 
in tighter spaces. 

Boot and maximum load space with seats up 
is 534 litres - helped by excellent underfloor 
stowage bins - and 1,664 litres with rear seats 
folded, compared with 340 and 1,300 respec¬ 
tively for the hatchback Ceed.

Equally impressive is the 113bhp 1.6-litre 
diesel of our £15,545 LS-spec test car. It is a 
cracking all-rounder for a potentially hard¬ 
working estate car like this and can average 
nearly 60mpg. It is easily the best power option, 
though you can also have a 120bhp 1.6-litre 
petrol, 89bhp 1.6 diesel or 138bhp 2.0 diesel. 

And you can forget about plasticky Korean

A POT of £2.9 million is available through the South East England 
Development Agency (Seeda) for low-carbon initiatives that it 
reckons will help more than 3,000 regional businesses cut costs 
and boost profits. 


Half the money is from the European 
Regional Development Fund, and the 
other half from Seeda, which is setting up 
programmes covering sustainability 
issues and the three Rs - reduction, reuse 
and recycling. 

It’s all part of a wider range of targets, 
including an 89,000-tonne reduction in 
the growth rate of carbon dioxide emis¬ 
sions, a £3.2 million boost to the region’s 
economy and the creation of hundreds of 
jobs. 

Oona Muirhead, Seeda’s executive 
director for skills and sustainable pros¬ 
perity, said: “In these difficult economic 
conditions it’s all the more important that 
we help businesses take advantage of new 
market opportunities in the growing glob¬ 
al green economy. 

“This is good for profit margins and 
employment, as well as for tackling the 
region’s ecological footprint.
